HIS fhort Hiflory of 

FOHN Il. King of Por- 

tugal is written in a neat and 
perfpicuous Style, and interfperfed 
with feveral judicious Reflexions : 
The Matters contained in it are ge- 
nerally Curious and Entertaining ; 
and therefore this New Edition, 
printed from that of Lisbon, mutt 
needs be very acceptable to the Rea- 
ders. I fhall not give a particular 
Account of the Life of that Prince, 
being contented to take notice oi 
fome remarkable Pafflages. 


1. Fobn Ii. Son of Alfonfo V. was 
born at Lisbon the rith of May 
1435. He hadan Excellent Educa- 
tion beftowed upon him, and difco- 
vered fo many Admirable Qualities 
in his Younger Years, that che King 
his Father confulted him upon all 
important Affairs. He proved a 
very Warlike Prince, a great Poli- 

R tician ; 
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“les hos Principes fuiffe conftat: 
* Alfonfus clementia nobiliam amo- 


tician; and the Illuftrious Author 
of his Life fays he had all the ne- 
ceffary Qualifications to wear a 
Crown. 

2. King Alfonfo fet out from 
Portugal, and went into France, to 
ask fome Succours of Lewis XI. 
againft Ferdinand King of Caffile: 
but that Prince being difappointed 


in his Expedation, grew weary of 


the World, and refolved to vifit the 
Holy Places at Ferufalem, and to 
fpend the remaining Part of his Life 
in- a Monaftery.. He acquainted 
his Son with his Defign , and orde- 
red him to get himfelf proclaimed 
King. Prince Fobn readily obeyed, 
and was acknowledged his Father’s 
Succeffor to the Crown of Portugal. 


‘Not long after, Alfonfo changedrhis 


Mind, and inftead of going into 
the Holy Land, returned into Portu- 
gal, and landed there, when no bo- 
dy expected him. Fobm waited up- 
on his Father, and refigned che 
Kingdom to him. It was a curious 
Spectacle to fee thofe Two Princes 
compliment one another upon fuch 
an extraordinary Occafion. ‘The 
Father defired his Son feveral times 
to keep. the Crown; but the Son 
nclacah: his Father to refume, it, 
and ac laft prevailed upon. him. 

I fhall fer down the following 
Paffage in the Author’s own Words, 
to give the Readers a Specimen of 
his Style. “* Nobiliras Lufirana Re- 
“gis fui adventum fummo cum 
“ gaudio accepir, publicifque  fpe- 
“ Gaculis celebravit. Quippe non 
“minus filium timebat, quam pa- 
“trem amabat. Pares quidem mi- 
“ litari virtute, fed moribus diffimi-, 


“sem conciliabat, Joannes. feveri- 


“tate iifdem timorem incutiebat ; 
“* ille fupplicibus parcebat, hic fla- 
“ sitiofos damnabat ; pater miferis 
“ refugium , filius {trenuis patroci- 
nium; alter incuriofus ac varius, 
“alter pervigil ac conftans; itaque 
“ Alfonfus optimi viri, Joannes op- 
“timi principis nomen non imme- 
rico nadti funt”. 


3. After the Death of Alfonfo, 
Fobn was crowned a Second Time ; 
and tho the Nobility were very 
much afflicted at the Death of his 
Father, yet they put on a chearful 
Countenance: Whereupon the Au 
thor makes the'following Reflexion: 
Nulli quippe \apud. novwum Principem 
jattantius latantur, quam qui maxime 
merent. King ‘foln expreffed his 
Efteem upon all Occafions for thofe 
Military Men, who diftinguifh’d 
themfelves by their Valour. One 
Day having ask’d one of his Cour- 
tiers a Glafs of Water, that Gentle- 
man let fall the Glafs accidentally. 
All the Courtiers fell a laughing ; 
but the King told them: Why do you 
laugh at a Man for letting fall.a Gla{s, 
fince he never let fall a Dart. That 
Prince being very ambitious of tm- 
mortalizing his Name, writ a Latin 
Letter totheFamousPolitian,whereby 
he invited him to come into Portugal 
in order to write the Hiftory of that 
Kingdom. He ftood Godfather for 
a Fev, who turned Chriftian ; and 
perceiving the Prieft wanted a Piece 
of Cloth to wipe off the Oil, with 
which Neophytes are anointed, he 
immediately core off a Piece af “his 

Shirt, 
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Shirt, and gave ic to the Prieft, fay- 
ing it:was an Honourable Thing 
for a King to have a Share in fuch a 
Holy Funétion. 


4. The Nobility of Portugalhada 
Right ro. condemn their Vaffals to 
Death. King ‘fobn fuppreffed that 
Privilege) and feveral. others: 
Whereupon the Nobility refolved 
to maintain their Privileges. The 
Duke of Braganza,, being the mott 
powerful Lord; ftood up againft the 
King with great Refolution. The 
King began to fufpect him , and at 
laft refolved to have him put to 
Death. All the Particulars relating 
to that Affair may be feen in this 
Book. The Trial of the Duke of 
Braganza isa curious Piece of Hifto- 
ry: He was beheaded in the Year 
1483. That Lord having heard 
what was objected againft him, nei- 
ther confefs'd nor deny’d it, being 
contented to implore the King’s 
Mercy in thefe Words of David: 
Non INTRES in judicium cum _fervo 
tuo, Domine; quianon juftificabitur IN 
CONS PECTU TUO omnis vivens. 
That is; ENTER not into Fudgment 
with your Servant, O Lord ; for in your 
_ * fhall no Man living be jufti- 

ea, 


5s. It was under the Reign of 
‘fobn I. Grandfather of ‘fobm II. 
that Guinea, and feveral Iflands of 
the Ocean, were firft difcovered by 
the Portuguefe. ‘fohn Il. refolved to 


a 





% Imuft obferve, that the King was prefent 
#t the Trial, notwithfanding the Remonftrances, 
that were made to him 0 the contrary. 
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make himfelf Mafter of that Coun- 
try: To that end he canfed a Fleet 
to be fitced out, which arrived upon 
the Coatfts of Guinea in December 
1481. The Portuguefe were kindly 
réceived by the King, who permit- 
ted them to build a Caftle in his 
Country, and to have a free Trade 
in it. 


6. The Author gives us an Ac- 
count of a remarkable Confpiracy 
againft the King’s Life. A young 
Duke was at the Head of the Con- 
fpirators. The King being inform- 
ed of it,-fent for him upon another 
Pretence, and ask’d him this Que- 
ftion : Coufin, what would you do to a 
Man, who fhould defign to kill you? 
The Duke, being fomewhat fright- 
ed, anfwered, I 2would endeavour to 

event him, You have condemned your 
felf, replied the King; and imme- 
diately he flabbed him in feveral 
Places. Some other Confpirators 
were beheaded, and others ran 
away. 


7. I need not mention what the 
Author fays concerning Chri/topher 
Columbo, a Genoefe, who offer’d King 
Fobn to difcover t a new World. 
Every body knows that Columbo, not 
liking the Propofals of the King of 
Portugal, went to Ferdinand King of 
Caftile, by whom he was kindly re- 
ceived, and fent upon that Difcove-

8. Fobn received, out of Com- 
paffion, a vaft Number of Fews ex- 
ell’d from Spain by Ferdinand; but 
fe did it upon condition that they 
fhould embrace the Chriftian Reli- 
gion. The Author obferves, that 
“ tho he feverely punifh’d thofe, 
** who perfifted in Judaifm, or re- 
 lapfed into it, their coming into 
* Portugal has occafioned great Mil- 
7 chiefs in that Kingdom ”, 


g. The King being fenfible, that 
his Kingdom was not fufficiently 
provided with Horfes for the War, 
put out a Proclamation, importing, 
That for the Time to come no bo- 
dy fhould ride upon a Mule. The 
Clergy exclaimed againft it, and 
faid, that being independent upon 
the Royal Authority, they could 
not be compell’d to obey that Law: 
Clamabant facrum violari jus, fi ipfi re 
gia poteftati minime obnoxii, regio editlo 
pareve cogerentur. Whereupon the 
King declared , that they were not 
comprehended under that. Law. 
But he ordered by another Procla- 
mation, That no Smith fhould fhoe 
a Mule. The Clergy cried out 
again{ft this Second Proclamation, 
and complained , that it was as bad 
as the Firft. However they fub- 
mitted , when they faw that the 
King himfelf , tho fick , would ne- 
ver ride upon a Mule. 


10, “Tis obfervable, that King 
join, tho a very Warlike Prince, 
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was 2 gréat Lover and Promoter of 
Learning. It was by his means, 
that Learning began to flourifh in 
Portugal among thofe Gentlemen, 
who made Profeffion of Arms. 
Whereupon our Hiftorian makes a 
Reflexion no lefs true, than glori- 
ous to the Portuguefe Nation. “ [ 
*“fhall ( fays be ) occafionally de- 
“ plore the Unhappinefs of thofe 
‘Nations, which defpife Learning, 
“and fancy the Art of War is 
“the only Thing that ought to be 
“* minded; as if War and Learning 
* were inconfiftent ; whereas they. 
“help one another in fuch a man- 
“ner, that a State cannot be hap. 
** py with Unlearned Military Men, 
“ or with Learned Men unqualified 
“ for the War”. The! Readers may be 
well pleafed to find here the Au- 
thor’s own Words. “ Ejus ( Regs ) 
“* favore litere apud nos ufui armo- 
“rum deditos jamdiu fqualentes , 
“ florere coeperunt. Liceat nobis 
** per occafionem breviter condolere 
infelicitatem illarum | gentium’;

1x. The Author informs us, that 
the King put an End to a Quarrel 


between the Bifhop of Coimbra, and’ 


the Prior of the Canons of: St. Au- 
fin. That Quarrel was occafioned’ 
by a thing of no moment ; but the 
Confequences of it would have 


been very pernicious, had not the 
King 
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King prevented them. [ft were to 
be with’d the Hiftorian had given 
us a fhort Account of that Quarrel : 
Lam apt to believe it would have 
been the moft entertaining Part of 
my Extract. 


12. The following Particulars are 
very curious. Chriffopher Columbo 
having difcovered Part of a New 
World, was forced by te Wea- 
ther to touch at Lisbon upon his Re- 
turn into Spain. He waited upon 
King fob», gave him a: long Ac- 
count of his Navigation, and fo 
highly extolled the Wealth of thofe 
Countries which he had found out, 
that he feemed to refiect upon that 
Prince for refufing to accept his Pro- 
pofals.. The. King being difpleafed 
with it, and looking upon Colambo 
as a Man,. who had encroached up- 
on the Right of the Portuguefe in 
making fuch Difcoveries, heard him 
with fome Uneafinefs, and difmifs’d 
him: with a: difobliging Anfwer. 
Soon after being vexed , either be- 
caufé he had negle&ed a fair Op- 
portunity of: enlarging his Domini- 
ons, or becaufe the Portuguefe were 
no longer the only Nation that 
could: boaft of having difcovered 
unknown Countries , he fummoned 


his Council to deliberate about it. . 


The Council were divided in their 
Opinions. Some declared , that 
Columbo fhould be put to Death. 


ys For ( faid they) if we kill thae

* dertaking would be very dange- 
*“rous”. Theyadded, that “ when 
* the Queftion is about the Publick 
“ Good, a greater Regard ought to 
“be had to what is Ufeful than to 
“what is Honeft ; and that Colum- 
** bo deferved to be put to Death for 
“deceiving Two Kings, by pre- 
“tending te make them believe , 
“that his new Attempt was not 
“prejudicial ro the Right of the 
“© Portuguefe”*. 

Others were of Opinion, “ That 
“the King would break the Laws 
“of Hofpitality, if he fhould put 
‘to Death a2 Man, whom he had 
“friendly received in one of his 
“Ports, and admitted into his Roy- 
“al Prefence ;-that Paith onght 
“ never to be violated, even for the 
*€ Publick Good ; that it were much 
“better to fit out a Fleet with all 
** Speed, and’ to take Poffeflton of 
* all the Countries-newly difcover’d 
** by the Portuguefe, before Ferdinand ' 
“ could take any Refolurion in fuch 
“a doubrful Cafe, and make rhe 
“ neceffary Preparations for a. Sea- 
** Expedition ”. 

The King yielded to this laft'O- 
pinion, and having made fevéral 
Prefents to Columbo, permitted him 
to fet out for Spain,. In the mean 
time he ordered, that a Fleet fhould 
be madé ready with all poflible Di- 
ligenee. Whereupon there arofe a 
great Conteft between Fobn’ and‘ 
Ferdinand: Several Ambafladors were 
fene on both Sides to pacify that 
Difference: One of the Two att 
Spanifh. Ambafladors being lame , 
and the other’ an empry: fhallow 
Man; the King of Portugal {aid it 


aS » 
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was an Embafly that had neither Head 
nor Feet. At laft the Two Princes 
made a Treaty, whereby they divi- 
ded the World between themfelves. 
“fohn, having the Right of chufing, 
becaufe he was the .Firft Difcoverer 
of New Countries, kept the Eaffern 
Parts for himfelf, and left the We- 
frern to Ferdinand, ‘That Treaty was 
confirmed by Pope Alexander VI. 


13. Our Hiftorian informs us-, 
that the King being very zealous for 
the Converfion or the Fews, who 
had fled into his Kingdom , caufed 
a great many fewifh Children to be 
baptized , and taken from their Pa- 
rents, and fent them to the Ifle of 
St. Thomas on the Coatt of Africa 
under the -#quwator. 


14. That Prince was always very 
careful, that every body fhould pay 
him the Refpeé& due to a King. 
Being upon his Death-bed , one of 
his Officers pull’d him by the Beard, 
to awake him from a Fit of Lethar- 

y. The King awaked, and told 
Pisa, It had been more decent to pull him 
by the Feet. 


15. Weare told, that King Fobn 
died in a very edifying Manner. 
An Altar was fet up in his Cham- 
ber; and a Crucifix, and the Ima- 
ges of the Holy Virgin, and of St. 
‘fobn the Baptift, were placed upon 
it. He frequently confefsd his Sins, 
forgave his Enemies, and cook his 
leave of all his Friends. A Noble 


Man ask’d him a Prefent through 
the Wounds of Jefus Chrift: The 
King granted him his Requeft, and 
added, cthac he had never denied 
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any thing, that was ask’d him in 
that manner. But when he percei- 
ved that the Noble-Man grew trou- 
blefome and exceflive in his De- 
mands, he sraewd told him, that he 
would not difpofe of the Wealth of 
a Kingdom that was no longer his, 
He confefs’d that he had lived a very 
unchafte Life. Afterwards he defi- 
red, that the Hiftory of the Suffe- 
rings and Death of Jefus Chrift 
fhould be read to him, and heard it 
with great Devotion. He declared, 
that the Title of Highne/s fhould be 
no longer beftowed upon him, _be- 
caufe he was only a miferable Man. 
He feverely reproveda Bifhop,whofe 
Condué was not anfwerable to his 
Character; and the Bifhop promifed 
him to mend his Life. Laftly, he 
expired reciting che Hymn, O Lamb 
of God, that takeft away the Sins of the 
World, have mercy upon me, 

The Bifhop, who attended that 
Prince to his laft Breath, and ano- 
ther Lord, found accidentally a Box, 


which the King kept very private. 


They expected to find in it thofe 
Poifons, with which he was faid to 
have haftened the Death of feveral 
Perfons ; and therefore they opened 
the Box with a Defign to burn them, 
left they fhould fall into the Hands 
of fome Men,who would have blatt- 
ed his Reputation upon that ac- 
count. But, to their great Surprife, 
they found nothing in it bue Difci- 
plines , and other Inftruments with 
which he mortified his Body *.
